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The Story 


A crippled Messerschmitt 
spins to earth in England at the 
height of the Battle of Britain. 
Its pilot is Oberleutnant Franz 
von Werra. Interrogation fol- 
lowing his capture fails to dis- 
turb him. He tells his captors 
that within six months he’ll es- 
cape. 


At a prison camp in the Lake 
District von Werra plots his get- 
away and succeeds. He evades 
the army mobilized to hunt 
him, and when they finally cap- 
ture him on his way to the coast 
he returns to plot his next es- 
cape. The next time he mas- 
querades as a Dutch pilot and 
brazens his way past police and 
officials. He plans to steal a 
plane and fly back to Germany. 
Able to talk his way into the 
cockpit of a Hurricane, with the 
help of a mechanic, he starts 
the plane. But the R.A.F. offi- 
cer has checked his story and, 
at the last moment, arrives to 
recapture von Werra. 


Officials send this determined 
prisoner to Canada, where he 
promptly dreams up another 
scheme. On a train speeding 
across snow-bound Canada he 
dives out of a train window, to 
make for the St. Lawrence and 
neutral America. When he reach- 
es the river his clothes are stiff 
with ice, his face covered with 
snow. The river itself is frozen 
enough to permit him to walk 
across. But half way across, the 
ice is broken away into a clear 
stretch of water. He is forced 
to turn back. On the bank he 
finds a boat buried in snow. 
Within moments he loses his 
makeshift oars and the boat 
drifts. Whether it is back to 
Canada or towards America he 
simply does not know. 


As he nears the shore, how- 
ever, he can jump onto ice suf- 
ficiently thick to hold his weight. 
Nearing collapse, he lands, seeks 
the sparkling lights of a town 
and inquires of the first person 
he sees, “Is this America?” 


It is. Franz von Werra, the 
only one that got away, is free.

Jack Gwillim 


Scores Again 


The theme for actor Jack 
Gwillim might be “Life Begins 
at 40,” he admits. Currently 
seen on the screen of the 
Theatre in the Rank Organiza- 
tion’s film, “The One That Got 
Away” Gwillim has a list of 
solid player credits to his name. 
Hardy Kruger stars in the title 
role. 

Last seen in the same com- 
pany’s production, “Pursuit of 
the Graf Spee,” Gwillim, in real 
life served as officer in the Royal 
Navy for the past twenty years. 

While serving as Commander 
in Hong Kong in 1945 he was 
literally crippled overnight with 
rheumatoid arthritis and flown 
back to England as a stretcher 
case. After two years in and out 
of hospitals he was invalided 
out of the service. 

In civilian life he joined the 
Stratford Memorial Theatre 
where he spent two years learn- 
ing the actor’s craft. He por- 
trayed MacDuff and in 1953 
toured with the company in 
“Henry IV.” 

On his return to England he 
went into Christopher Fry’s 
“The Dark Is Light Enough,” 
and followed that with another 
play, “A Kink of Folly.” 

After his current role he 
went back to Old Vic to start re- 
hearsals for his role as the King 
in “Hamlet.” 

To have accomplished all this 
in seven years and at the age of 
45 in a field which demands youth 
has attracted producers’ atten- 
tion; they are all wondering 
what victories he’ll achieve in 
another seven years. 


In this Rank Organization 
drama of a manhunt that covers 
two continents and five coun- 
tries, German actor Hardy Kru- 
ger portrays captured Messer- 
schmitt pilot, Franz von Werra, 
who, after two vain attempts 
makes good his escape on the 
third try to become the only 
German prisoner of war to es- 
cape from British captivity and 
get back to’ Geriaany. 

In his incredibl career as a 
wanted man he mas juerades as 
a Dutch pilot, captures a Brit- 
ish Hurricane fighter plane, is 
captured, escapes again: and is 
sent to a Canadian POW. camp 
from which he makes his third 
escape, landing eventually in the 
United States and freedom. 

From the opening sequence to 
the final fadeout, the action is 
high, wide and handsome and 
completely believeable. 

The fact that “The One That 
Got Away” is based on fact and 
is not entirely fiction may have 
something to do with this, 
though it is the opinion of this 
critic that the acting of Hardy 
Kruger in the title role plus the 
admirable support of the entire 
cast with special mention for 
Michael Goodliffe and Jack Gwil- 
liam as R.A.F. Interrogator and 
Commandant of the prison camp 
respectively make a major con- 
tribution. Roy Parker’s direction 
is true to life and the photogra- 
phy is excellent, especially in 
the Canadian sequences. 


Popular Star Portrays 
Officer In New Film 


One of Michael Goodliffe’s 
chief interests is studying Ger- 
man wartime history. This be- 
gan when he was a POW in 
a German prison camp, and has 
continued during his current 
role in “The One That Got 
Away,” Rank Organization film 
now at the Theatre. 
The title part of von Werra is 
portrayed by Hardy Kruger, 
Germany’s top actor. 

When Goodliffe was a POW 
he met the real-life von Werra 
who visited the actor’s prison 
camp on a tour of inspection. 

Ever since he appeared in the 
Godfrey Tearle - Edith Evans 
production of “Anthony and 
Cleopatra” in 1948, when he 
played Caesar, his career has 
prospered. 

The son of a parson, he was 
born in Cheshire, England. Edu- 
cated at St. Edward’s school, 
Canterbury and at Keble Col- 
lege, Oxford. 

During the war he was com- 
missioned into the Royal War- 
wickshire Regiment, and in 1940 
was wounded and captured at 
Dunkirk. 

His screen credits include 
“The Wooden Horse,” ‘Captain 
Hornblower, R.N.” and “Cry, the 
Beloved Country.” He starred 
with John Gielgud in “The Win- 
ter’s Tale” and in “Much Ado 
About Nothing.” 

He lives in South Kensington 
with his wife and their three 
small sons.

Tourists held at a police bar- 
ricade in the Lake district won- 
dered whether it was a search 
for an escaped criminal or just 
inspection. Gun carriers swung 
around and rattled toward a hill- 
top; travelers touring the beauty 
spots, turned off their engines 
to watch army officers and po- 
lice following straining blood- 
hounds across a field. 

Tourists were unaware that it 
was all part of “The One That 
Got Away,” Rank Organization 
film now at the ......

Half a mile away from the 
blockade was a ten foot platform 
with a movie camera perched 
on top of it, walkie-talkies near 
by and all the cluster of film 
makers and army officers, busily 
at work filming a manhunt. 

As the story of Luftwaffe 
pilot von Werra, the film is a 
portrayal of the life of the man 
who was free for five days in 
the Lake District; on location 
film makers reconstructed his 
escape over his exact route. 


Escapees In Film 
Pull Big Switch 


While “The One That Got 
Away” was being filmed in the 
Lake District of England, two 
men were involved in a man- 
hunt (for the film) which 
brought back vivid memories to 
both of them (in reality). 

The hunt appears in the Rank 
Organization film now at the 
Se A eee Theatre and it was 
staged for the film based on the 
life of Luftwaffe pilot Franz 
von Werra, a role played by 
Hardy Kruger. Von Werra es- 
caped in the Lake District in 
1940; the first of three escapes. 

For Kruger himself, the story 
had a special significance. Thir- 
teen years ago, as a boy soldier, 
Kruger was captured by Ameri- 
ean forces and escaped three 
times. The other man in the 
cast for which the film also had 
a great significance was Bob 
Dixon, captured by the Germans 
in the first year of the war, and 
returned to Britain also after 
three escapes. 

Kruger got away by donning 
tennis shorts and allowing him- 
self to be mistaken for a school- 
boy; Dixon’s third-time lucky 
escape had a von Werra-like 
bravado. He climbed under a 
German train, rode for hours 
clinging above the lines and, as 
stow-away, reached a _ neutral 
port. 

As Kruger pointed out, “Dixon 
escaped from the Germans and 
now helps to make a picture 
about a German who escaped 
from the British; and a German 
who escaped the Americans has 
the lead it’s a strange 
world.” 


Blazing Actor 


With temperatures topping 
the 70’s, German actor Hardy 
Kruger donned a fur-lined fly- 
ing jacket and stood for hours 
in front of a coal fire, for his 
current role as Franz von Werra 
in the Rank Organization pro- 
duction, “The One That Got 
Away,” now at the 
Theatre. 

On the screen as well as in 
real life the Luftwaffe pilot made 
three attempts to escape the 
British who captured him when 
his plane crashed in England. 
He was finally successful in his 
attempt to evade the conse- 
quences of his part in the inva- 
sion. 

During the heat and despite 
the heat, Kruger played the 
scene with damp clothes stuffed 
into trouser legs to stop the 
smoldering as sweat poured 
down his face.

Kruger is fond of music, di- 
viding his enthusiasm among 
Brahms, Beethoven, Eartha Kitt 
and Sinatra.

With a sudden convulsive shudder, Hardy Kruger let himself topple into four 
feet of snow. Like an iceberg, he was nine-tenths submerged. 


He lay for a moment, 
Director Roy Baker, with a look 
of alert approval, watched. 

In snow-bound Northern 
Sweden work had started on se- 
quences showing Franz von 
Werra’s incredible escape across 
Canada for the film of the best- 
selling book “The One That Got 
Away,” opening on ........ at 
the Theatre. 

And this was the ordeal of the 
29-year-old actor from Germany 
who re-enacts von Werra’s es- 
cape story for the screen. This 
was movie-making stripped of 
all glamour. 

From dawn to dusk each day 
Kruger was out in sub-zero tem- 
peratures — wearing a deliber- 
ately frozen overcoat. (The coat 
had been soaked in water, then 
hung out to freeze stiff.) 

For six days Kruger tramped 
across miles of snow. He stum- 
bled, fell, picked himself up and 
walked on. The hunted looks 
over his shoulder were acting. 
The weariness wasn’t. 

“Years ago,’ said Kruger, 
“my father warned me not to 
become an actor. He said there 
was no glamour — only hard 
work. I ignored his advice.” 

A shower of snow was scat- 
tered over his head. He rolled in 
snow to get his coat covered. He 
winced, shivered. “I think may- 
be my father was right,” he 
said. 

In real life Franz von Werra 


tramped across snow-bound 
country to the point of exhaus- 
tion—and the American side of 
the St. Lawrence River. Almost 
as real was Kruger’s film repe- 
tition of his exploit. 

Von Werra’s final escape took 
him across the frozen St. Lawr- 
ence—at night. In the refriger- 
ated night the scene was to be 
filmed on an ice-bound lake. 


Special teams of rescuers were 
standing by with ropes and 
tackle in case anyone fell 
through the thinning ice at the 
center of the lake. 


The only man to go right to 
the center: Hardy Kruger. 

Said he on the eve of the ice 
scenes: “What a part...” He 
smiled in a way that said that, 
really, he enjoyed it. 


As the sun set on a white 
landscape the shadows length- 
ened. There was mile after mile 
of snow... . It looked like a 
Christmas card. But there was 
no yule-tide charm in the knife- 
sharp air. 

As Roy Baker watched, Krug- 
er tumbled into a snow filled 
ditch. Baker said: “That’s fine 

. we'll shoot it.” 

Kruger leaned on his elbow, 
snow clinging to his face. 

Said he: “Perhaps my father 
was right . .

1. Duplicating von Werra’s 
most spectacular bid for free- 
dom, I jumped from a fast- 
moving Canadian train, rolling 
down the railway embankment. 
And then began the frost-bitten 
trek towards the frozen St. 
Lawrence river—and possibly 
freedom in the United States. 


2. When I reached the river 
it was covered with snow. I 
dug a hole in the snow to make 
sure it was a river because over 
the river was freedom. This is 
a most exciting moment. 


3. Halfway over the river the 
ice was broken and although I 
was already frozen and exhaust- 
ed I had to go back to the river- 
bank to find a boat. Then I had 
to struggle to push the boat over 
the ice to open water. Looks ex- 
hausting and it was. 


4. IT had to do in a few min- 
utes (for the camera) what von 
Werra in real life took hours to 
do. I learned quickly how tough 
it must have been for him and 
I thought the director would 
never say “cut.” I have to admit 
that while it was cold, terribly 
cold when I did, it was twice as 
cold when von Werra did it and 
his life was at stake. Only my 
reputation was at stake. 


5. Once over the river and on 
dry land ‘again, I rolled over a 
wall which seemed a hundred 
feet high at the time but was 
only high enough for a man in 
good physical trim to scale in 
a moment. For me this was one 
of the most impressive and ex- 
citing moments in the whole 
film; for this is exactly the wall 
over which von Werra escaped 
in real life 17 years ago. We 
found the spot, to the actual 
stone.

Other parts of the film were 
made in the Lake district, “ankle 
deep,” he said “in glamorous 
mud.”

From behind the cream-smooth charm of German screen idol 
Hardy Kruger come words to rattle a million women. 


This is Kruger speaking—with the easy smile, the so-soft voice, 
the hand-kissing Continental charm: “J would never,” he says, 
“dream of helping my wife to wash the dishes.” 


With a determined nod of his handsome head, he adds: “And I 
would never offer to help in the house.” 


And then come words to burst like a bombshell in the kitchens 
of Britain: “We have in Germany a saying, with which I agree 
completely: A wife and the oven belong in the home.” 

Kruger—happily married with an 11-year-old daughter—is 
starring in “The One That Got Away,” Rank Organization produc- 
tion now playing at the Theatre. Back home, with 22 
films to his credit, he is one of the top-five stars—with squads of 
loyal fans. 

But there is one kitchen in which his words would have no 
impact at all—his own. “My wife,” says Kruger, “would never ask 
me to wash the dishes. 


“We believe that it is the husband’s job to protect the wife and 
earn the living. 

I would work endlessly to pay for 15 servants or buy my wife a 
golden house. But I would never help in the kitchen!” 


“T am always surprised,” he says, “when I go into an English 
or American house and see the husband wash the dishes while his 
wife relaxes in an easy-chair. 

“T support the idea that a woman’s place is in the home.” 

Exceptions in the Kruger outlook on domestic bliss are few. 
A young couple starting a home may share the chores. Or a couple 
where the wife has a career—as distinct from just a job. 

But even careers are frowned upon. “My wife, says Kruger, 
“had a career on the stage before we were married. She gave it 
up as soon as I could afford to keep her properly.” 

But he adds: “Which is the proper way of doing things is for 
every couple to decide for themselves.” 

One thing is certain: even if he kissed the hand of an English 
or American housewife before telling her that she and the oven 
go together he would have to run for it. 

He’d be the one that got away—with a rolling pin in pursuit...!

Eight weeks after he came to 
Britain from Australia, 27 year 
old George Mikell landed a part 
in the major Rank Organization 
film, “The One That Got Away,” 
starring Hardy Kruger in the 
suspenseful film now at the ....
